And he blessed him, 
and said, Blessed be Abram of the 
most high God, possessor of heaven 
and earth: And blessed be the most 
high God, which hath delivered thine 
enemies into thy hand. And he gave 
him tithes of all.”

I didn’t even bind my arm 
or carry it in a sling or take a pill

A recent issue of the “Friend of} 
Missions” gave quotations from a num. 
ber of letters received from saints in| 
Russia. One wrote, “In Petrograd I} 
received information that all the Evan- | 
gelical, Baptist and Lutheran pastors | 
and preachers had been arrested. I was | 
told that in Moscow all the brethren | 
have been arrested; four of the Men-| 
nonite preachers have been shot, and | 
many of the church leaders have been | 
sent to the Solovetsky Islands.” A let- 
ter from Moscow relates, “We have/| 
been robbed and left naked, and most | 
frightful are the trials and torments. | 
Hundreds of our brethren are shut up| 
in prisons. Some of them have been 
put in special cells, so highly heated 
that the victims’ feet swell like dough 
—men are arrested, but the wives and 
children are put into box cars and 
sent away. When, in one place, we 
stopped for a day, sixty dead women 
and eighty dead children were thrown 
out.” A letter from Tersky district 
says, “Women, young women, and chil- 
dren, are being arrested in hundreds 
and sent into exile. Men are sent to 
other places.” From Chersonsky, “Last 
week sixty-three families were arrest- 
ed, and some days later forty more; 
but no one knows what for. Some- 
times the father and sons are arrested, 
and the women called to the authori- 
ties and frightened. Everything is 
taken from the houses, not even a 
towel is left. Many are sent to Siberia 
in box cars without bread and with- 
out clothing.” 


Mrs. Warren says that Soviet Rus- 
sia is the most desperately unhappy 
country in the world. The masses live 
in fear, hunger, immorality, squalor, 
and despair, cowed by spies, Ogpu 
agents, communist office holders and 
soldiers. They are slaves bound to the 
wheels of a merciless machine, opiated 
by saddest fanatics. “There is no 
laughter left in Russia,’ says Mrs. 
Warren. “NOBODY SMILES.” And 
there Mrs. Warren strikes the ‘keynote 
of the Soviet scheme of things, “‘No- 
body smiles.” The Bolshevists are try- 
ing to “drive God from the sky” and 





they have succeeded in expelling hap- 
piness and hope from the hearts of | 
men. The grim fanatic gospel of hatred | 
they preach has no room in it for 
smiles. All sentiment is weakness; all 
philosophy except materialism is folly. 
The sense of humor is always absent ; 
from the egomaniac. He is always a 
kill-joy. Thinking himself the center 
of the universe he struts the stage of 
life as a tragedian wrapped in the, 
cloak of gloom. The leader who takes 
himself too seriously is a public nui- 
sance—he may become a public men- 
ace. 


“Nearly every American who stays 
in Russia for any length of time comes 
out sick,” Mrs. Warren said. “It’s espe- 
cially hard on the women and chil- 
dren. H

are oppressed all the time by a ter- 
rible, nameless fear.

“Por the Russians are afraid. They 
seldom smile. They are in terrible 
want. There is, too constantly a feel- 
ing that there is going to be another 
revolution, bloodier, perhaps, than the 
last.” 

“The Russians, except for the inter- 
preters, are not permitted to associate 
with foreigners. I was allowed §ser- 
vants, but as soon as I got them fed 
up and they began to speak a little 
English, they were taken away. The 
head of my husband plant was called 
to Moscow because he permitted me, 
after I had cut a Christmas tree in the 
forest and trimmed it with cotton and 
whatever else I could find, to invite 
some of the Russian children to a 
party. 

“I didn’t have to wait in line at the 
Soviet’s stores as the Russians did. 
But they used to hiss me. I had to 
have a police escort to get through. 
Since we left, I’ve heard, they had to 
change the rules and make the Ameri- 
can women stand in line, too, because 
the Russians resented it so.” 

These are only a few things that 
are happening under’ the ruling 
SPIRIT OF THE ANTICHRIST. 

A preacher who labored in Russia 
for sometime relates the following 
story: 

“A Stundist friend of his was put 
into prison and he went to visit him. 
The poor fellow had chains around 
his feet and hands and neck, and there 
was a very heavy collar around his 
neck. He was chained up in such a 
way that he could not ease himself at 
all, and he told Mr. Keller he was suf 
fering at the back of his neck with a 
continuous irritation. The preacher 
lifted the heavy collar and to his great 
disgust found an ugly worm under it, 
eating its way into the man’s flesh. 
He immediately pulled the thing out 
and threw it on the floor, and was 
about to stamp on it when one of the 
jailors stopped him. ‘Please don’t de- 
stroy that worm, or I will lose my 
position,’ he said. ‘We are command- 
ed to put those worms on the prison- 
ers. They eat their way right into the 
brain and the prisoners die, and so 
the state does not have to keep them 
for a long time.” There came to the 
preacher’s memory those awful words 
of warning given by the Master Him- 
self, ‘Where the worm dieth not.’” 

The above was taken from the 
“Pentecostal Evangel” and now we 
have given us, through the “Wonder- 
ful Word” by Mr. Hubert R. Knicker- 
bocker, something of the conditions 
that exist where everything that one 
receives is dished out by the govern- 
ment. He states that the only smiling 
faces that he saw in Russia were at 
the seaside resorts on the Black Sea. 
The morale there is not very high, for 
everywhere there is mixed nude bath- 
ing. (We saw the same thing there 
when we visited the Black Sea a few 
years ago.) He describes the awful con- 
ditions under which miners have to 
work, having to crawl like crabs for 
a mile and a half under ground to get 
to their work. “No comment is neces- 
sary. HE COMMETH!” 

Another party tells us, “I saw plenty 
of women in Russia. They fill the 
streets morning, evening and night— 
women, waiting in queues for food, 
for tramears, for cigarettes or for 
wages, and others just waiting—for 
lack of any other occupation. 

“A few are walking hopelessly up 
and down the streets, but the vast ma- 
jority are waiting—waiting with a lit- 
tle empty basket on their arm. 

“Waiting when I left my hotel in 
the morning for the day’s sight-seeing 
—still waiting when I returned to din- 
ner in the evening. 

“There is only one alternative to 
waiting in Russia, and that is to do
